HEAD-ON COLLISION 


Peter Peterson Killed and Fireman 


Injured at Peach Springs 


Peter Peterson, a Santa Fe engineer, 


was instantly killed and two firemen 
were seriously injured in a head-on 
freight collision on the Sanra Fe near 
Peach Springs, about 125 miles east of 
Needles, early Sunday morning. Both 
engines were wrecked, one so badly 
that it can never be mounted ngnin, 
and several freight cars were smashed 
up and their contents scattered along 
the track.

MILITIA SYSTEM TO BE IMPROVED 


Senate Committee Will Report Favor- 


ably on House Bill 


On the strength of Secretary Root's 


opinion that the militia reorganization 
bill 'poised by the House at the last 
session was better than no legislation 
at all, the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs voted unanimously to re- 
port it without amendment. There 
seems to he on opposition to it and it 
will undoubtedly become a law. Secre- 
tary Root thinks that, while not per- 
fect the House bill had better be passed 
at once, as it will be a long step toward 
the necessary reorganization of the 
militia 
system. The bill 
provides 


that the militia shall consist of able- 
bodied citizens of the States and Terri- 


tories and the District of Colombia, 
and shall be 
known as 
National 


Guards, or such other designation as 
various laws 
may 
provide. 
There 


shall also be the National Volunteer 
reserve and the remainder of the State 
military organization shall be known 
a* the reserve militia. Officers of the 
government are exemptM from militia 
duty. The rules and regulations shall 
be those of the regular army.

Provision is also made for 
the Secretary of War to issue on re- 
quisition of Governors the necessary 
arms. Altogether them are twenty- 
seven sections of the bill and it goes 
into detail as to the exact standing of 
all State militia organizations.

The death of Thomas Brackett 


Reed, formerly speaker of 
the 


House of Representatives and for 
many years prominent in public 
life, which occurred at Washing- 
ton early Sunday morning, after 
five days illness, removes one of 
the most noted men of the 
He was for many years one of 
the ablest and foremost figures 
in American politics. 


It is, indeed doubtful whether 


any other party leader has pos- 
sessed so much authority in shap- 
ing '.he legislation of his time as 
did Mr. Reed during the six years 
that he was the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives.

strength of brain and force of 
personality he made the. office 
•supreme and then he filled it su- 
premely. And that is why Reed 
was "Czar" in the speech of both 
friend and enemy, during his 
reign.

Of course thost 
who marry eifrly have more time In j 
which to get divorced.

however, there still seems to the stalls- j 
tlclnns to be reason to think that the 
marriage of minors is In general a mis- 
take. What Is true In Berlin appears 
now to be true in London, The "spir- 
itual and scientific mating and mar- 
riage," which was suggested the other 
day at a woman's meeting In New 
York, seems often to be neglected In 
English affairs of the heart The con- 
sequence of that neglect Is to be seen, 
thinks Mr. Erlce, in the large number 
of desertions to which the police court 
records and the census returns bear 
witness.

riages Is In Itself astonishing. In Lon- 
don, If one considers the totnl number 
of marriages, 4.5 per cent are those 
of male minors and 10.5 per cent are 
those of female minors.

Algerian Peas 


A correspondent asks the Rural Press 


if the Algerian pea is desirable for 
cattle feed, saying that he has heard 
that it produces twenty-eight tons to 
the acre. In reply the editor says: 
:'. "Our experience with peas from the 
Mediterranean 
region is that they 


make a good winter growth in the 
California valleys mid are, therefore, 
available for stock feeding at the time 
of tho year when alfalfa ia not mak- 
ing satisfactory growth. These peas, 
however, have to be sown every year, 
and will not bo as available for feeding 
in summer as alfnlfa is, because they 
do not like tho heat and drouth of that 
season. They are in no sense to be 
considered a substitute for alfalfa on 
lands wb:oh will grow alfalfa weli, but 
for a winter forage plant they may 
prove widely available as a supplement 
to alfalfa pasturage." 


Keeping Eggs Fresh 


When eggs are abundant and cheap 


in Southern California why should 
not a supply be put down to keep 
fresh for use when they are scarce and 
dear? Why not practice tho samecom- 
motisenpe economy in saving eggs as is 
universally done in saving fruit by 
canning it? Saving eggs is much less 
troublesome and expensive than saving 
fruit, and the advantage of having 
eggs in plenty whnn others have none, 
or next to none, must be apparent to 
any one. 


Here ate several successful methods, 


•II simple and inexpensive, which the 
Rhode 
Island 
experiment station, 


after protracted trial, has found wot thy 
of recommendation in a bulletin: "Of 
tho different methods tested in a series 
of experiments the old way of usine 
slacked lime nnd salt brine was proved 
to be effectual and has the advantage 
of being inexpensive. 
It is also not 


difficult to practice. 
For a 'period of 


a few weeks only, smearing tho egg 
with vaseline may prove an effctual 
method of preservation. In the place 
of vaseline almost any clean, greasy 
substance may be used. For a period 
of a few months only, packing in dry 
table salt is worthy of recommenda- 
tion." 


However, the bulletin adds, that 


"of all substances experimented with 
the water glass solution proved most 
worthy of commendation. 1h8 experi- 
ments showed that the waiet elasa 
solution could be reduced to 3 i er O'nt 
and still retain its preserving quality. 
It can be obtained at most druggists' 
at 
from 40 to 60 cents a gallon, is 


easily manipulated and the eggs mav 
be completely immersed in the solu- 
tion and if any eggs float an inner 
cover which will sink them below the 
surface of the liquid should be used. 
In several tests where the eggs were 
placed in stone jars inverted saucers 
were used for this purpose. The ex- 
pense of the water glass at even 60 
cents a gallon would amount to about 
two-thirds of a cent for a dozen eggs. 
Of course, this does not include the 
expense of the jar or other receptacles, 
which may bo of stoneware, glass or 
even wood."

Development of the Tomato 


The improvement in the tomato dur- 


ing half a century is but little short 
of the marvelous, both in flavor, size 
and quality. 
Older readers will re- 


member when they were mostly seeds 
and water. 
Careful breeding has de- 


veloped the solid part, the "meat" of 
the fruit, reduced the astringency, 
almost eliminated the seeds, and pro- 
duced numeioua choice varieties, as 
we find them in the markets today. 
But the most striking change is in the 
almost incredible 
increase in size. 


Fifty years ago it was a rare thing to 
see one larger than a plum, and they 
weio almost uniformly round. Now 
there are tomatoes six inches in diame- 
ter from end to end, four inches wide, 
three inches thick, and almost solid 
"meat" of the finest flavor. And the 
end is not vet, according to the tomato 
specialists, who have devoted years to 
its development, and there is every 
reason to suppose they are rigth.— 
Herald.
